prices unjustly to consumers; 
that they 


engulf all the smaller producers in.one 
large concern and rednee independent 
producers to salaried men or wago earn- 
ers; that they, employ unfair means in 
breaking 
down competition; thut they 


restrain production and so retard pro- 
gress, 
and that, by unscrupulous 
me- 


thods of stock manipulation, they rol: 
speculative investors. 


How to control these great corpora- 


tions, which are not trusts at all,is the 
real trust problem. 


.iThere are few, if auy, trusts left,and 
the trust-forming craze has spent itself, 
but there are many, gigantic 
corpora- 


tions in the places of tho trusts which 
control vast enterprises and, at present 
at least, seem to be superior to legisla- 
tive control. 


IThe last condition is worse than the 
first. 


The result was that legislatures began 


tomake warupon illegal associations of 
corporate organizations, and the net re- 
sults up to date of this anti-trust legis- 
lationis that all tiicse illegal-combina- 
tions of corporations have been driven 
into great single corporations instead. 


Some of these trusts contented them- 


selves 
with merely making economies 


inmanagement by acting co-operatively, 
whileothers sougiit to use their newly 
acquired power in raising prices to con- 
sumers, boycotting traders whobought 
elsewhere and otherwise exercising mo- 
nopolistic and-, despotic functions.

AFTER THE BATTLE. 


A great 
to-do has been raised over 
this tariff by the Bryanite party and 
press, but when the American people 
see and appreciate

for schools and roads and relief work;

This tripartite agreement was not ad- 


hered toin good faithby Germany, and

the United States 
taking the Tntuila 


group (which,' however, had been ceded 
to the United States by the natives in 
1878),' Germany taking the rest of the 
islands, and Great Britain retiring from 
them altogether.

years there has been a great deal of 
trade in the South Sea islands, and as 
the Sanioan group early became impor- 
tant for.traffic, English, German and 
American traders soon came into sharp 
competition there.

of the industrial interests brought the 
native government more and more un- 
der their influence until-they 
finally 


absorbed itand discarded its monarchi- 
cal features and established a republic. 
The young republic sought annexation 
with the great republic and is now a 
part of it..
